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10. To see if the town will vote to allow 5 per cent discount 
on all taxes paid on or before July Ist, 1931. 


11. To see if the town will vote to raise any sum of money 
for tar, or pass any vote relating thereto. 


12. To elect a manager and a director for the Richmond- 
Swanzey telephone company. 


13. To hear the reports of agents, auditors or committees 
heretofore chosen, or take any action relating thereto. 


14. ‘To take any action on any other matter that may legally 
come before the meeting.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT | 


To the School Board and Citizens of Richmond: 
I have the honor to submit, herewith, my sixth annual report: 
LAND AND BUILDINGS: During the year, at the Four- 
Corners school, the bell tower was repaired and the building was 
shored up. A new hard wood floor is planned for the near future. 
This will complete the plan of alterations on the buildings to meet 
the minimum standards for rural schools. 


TEACHERS AND PUPILS: One change in teachers is to 
be noted. At the Four-Corners school, Miss Elthea Hanscom of 
Manchester, replaces Miss Edith Littlefield. Miss Hanscom is a 
graduate of Keene Normal School. The school work done by the 
children under the guidance of our teachers is up to the usual 
standards of efficiency. This fact is proven by the increased num- 
ber going to high schools. 


As the major part of my report, this year, I desire to explain 
briefly the reasons for an increased tax levy. It is due to two 
causes : 


(1) Sharp and unanticipated rise in high school tuitions. 
There are now twelve pupils from Richmond attending high 
school, ten in Keene and two in Winchester. In 1930, there was 
raised for this purpose $600, but the board has had to expend 
$1,059.70, showing an overdraft of $439.70 for this year. There 
is every reason to suppose that there will be as many next year and 
so the board has made this item in the budget for next year 
$1,100.00, instead of $600 which is the amount raised for several 
years back. So with an overdraft of $439.70 this year and an in- 
creased levy for next year of $500, this accounts for $939.70 or 
more than half of the increased levy. 
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(2) A sharp decline in the amount of state aid for next 
year. 


State aid allotment December, 1927, $2,135 00 
State aid allotment December, 1928, 1,897 57 
State aid allotment December, 1929, 3,521 78 
State aid allotment December, 1930, 2,150 77 

$9,705 06 


This shows an average for the five year period of $2,096.01. 
But our allowance for next year is to be approximately $775. This 
fact accounts for the rest of the increase in tax levy. This is a 
great disappointment to all of us, but when we consider the 
amount of money furnished for the past three years by the state, 
Richmond really has a lot for which to be grateful to the state. 
Even this year, were it not for state aid, we would be forced to 
raise $775.00 more. 


This situation is temporary, however, for on the basis of the 
present budget, the December 1932 allotment should show some- 
thing like $1,700 with which to reduce the tax levy to be met 
year hence. | 

In conclusion I desire, again, to express my very grateful 
appreciation to the school board, teachers, pupils and citizens of 
Richmond for another year of harmonious support and cordial 
¢o-operation in the work of educating the youth of the town.
